bout 1.38 million voters statewide, including 7,125 in Charlevoix 
County, made it to the polls to cast their votes at last week’s primary 
election. Statewide the voter turnout represents about 20 percent of 
registered voters, while Charlevoix County voter turnout was higher than the state 
average, at 36 percent. 
Statewide, said Secretary of State Terri Lynn Land, “the voter turnout was not 
unusual for a primary. Turnout was higher in areas of the state where there were 
highly competitive races, critical ballot issues or millages before the voters.” 
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IN CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, there were certainly a few of those, including 
the hotly contested race for prosecuting attorney, in which Republican challenger 
John Jarema unseated incumbent Republican prosecuting attorney Mary Beth Kur, 
by aclose vote of 3,055 to 2,868. 

Jarema, who ran a grass-roots, door-to-door campaign based on hands-on trial 
experience and a proactive philosophy, had previously been employed as an assis- 
tant prosecutor under Kur. He was dismissed in 2002 by Kur, after which he filed 
a lawsuit against Kur’s office under the: Whistleblower’s Protection Act. Two of 
three charges against Kur and the county were dismissed; Jarema later received a 
$50,000 settlement from the county’s insurance company. Subsequently, Jarema 
went to work at the private law firm of Joseph, Corcoran, Telgenhof & Snyder, 
PC. 

Kur concludes a nine-year career as Charlevoix County prosecutor. 

There was no Democratic candidate for prosecutor on the ballot. 


THE ONLY OTHER contested race in Charlevoix County was that of county 
clerk, in which Boyne City resident Nate Jason challenged longtime clerk Jane 
Brannon for the seat. Brannon came out on top, with a vote of 3,346-2,028. 


AFTER A HIGH-PROFILE campaign that extended to include nationwide 
attention, the Republican candidacy for the State Legislature 105th District seat 
went to Bellaire attorney Kevin A. Elsenheimer, who beat out high-profile com- 
petitor John Ramsey by a relatively narrow margin of 5,194-4,684. 

Also tallying votes were candidates Craig Ryan with 4,164 votes; Jeff Garfield 
with 2,950 votes; Bonnie Nothoff with 1,572 votes; and Jack Apol with 695 votes. 

Elsenheimer will be on the ballot in November, running against winner of the 
Democratic candidate race, Jim McKimmy, who beat out Greg Dean.

IN BOYNE CITY, the Boyne District Library had reason to celebrate as area 
voters approved a millage increase to support future operations of the library. By 
a landslide vote of 1023-499, voters approved an additional .35 mills, bringing 
the total library millage to 1.0 mills. 

The library sought the millage for a number of reasons, including increased 
operational and maintenance costs connected to the recent renovation and ex- 
pansion of the library (accomplished through a $2.3 million gift from the Mary 
K. Peabody Foundation) and an endowment fund crippled by a sluggish economy. 

Library director Nannette Miller noted that she had been fairly confident the 
measure would pass, based on positive feedback in the preceding weeks. “I wasn’t 
terribly worried,” she said, “but I was really pleased with the margin.” 

In addition to regular operations and maintenance, the library intends to utilize 
the newly generated funds to reinstate hours and book budget funds cut earlier 
this year. The changes may come slowly, however, as the money won’t actually 
be collected by the library until 2005. 

The library board is scheduled to meet this week to discuss the implementa- 
tion of the millage funds. 


BOYNE VALLEY TOWNSHIP, too, passed an important millage, 208-83 to 
approve a township ambulance service. 

The | mill approved is intended to provide for the purchase of a transport 
vehicle as well] as provide training and support for volunteer staff. In the past, the 
township has contracted with Boyne City Ambulance for transport services while 
maintaining a first responder service. As a Basic Life Support service, the town- 
ship will still depend on Boyne City and other surrounding services for intercept 
assistance, 

The Boyne Valley Township ambulance service is expected to have volunteers 
trained and the transport vehicle ready to go into service as early as January of 
2005. 

Also in Boyne Valley Township, the renewal of library operations millage was 
passed by a vote of 216-68. 


FOUR CHARLEVOIX County millages were on last week’s ballot. Results 
include: Transit Millage Proposal (renewal), passed, 3,249-2,100; Separate Tax 
Limitation Proposal, passed 3,249-2,277; Senior Citizen Millage (renewal), passed 
4 630-1 ,385; Recycling Millage (renewal), passed 4,280-1 672.

upgrade project 


The Boyne City City Commission approved a recom- 
mendation last week to award the construction bid for the 
upcoming wastewater sy$tem improvements to Grand 
Traverse Construction. Grand Traverse came‘in with the 
low bid of $7,120,000, 3.2 percent higher than the esti- 
mated construction cost of $6.9 million. 

The City received a total of seven bids for the project, 
all of which came in at above the projected cost which 
was, according to water department head Dan Meads, in- 
creased slightly during the design phase due to additional 
requirements from the MDEQ and materials price in- 
creases. 

Other bids submitted included: DeVere Construction 
at $7,396,000; Spence Brothers at $7,458,000; Comstock 
Construction at $7,564,500; Grand River Construction at 
$7,792,000; Clark Construction at $8,377,424; and Pio- 
neer Construction at $8,705,000. 

Last month, the City approved a contract with Capital 
Consultants to oversee the construction phase of the 
project. 

According to a letter to Meads from project engineer 
Capital Consultants’ Larry Fox, the firm is “pleased that 
the bids were close to the engineer’s estimate, as we have 
heard that there has been a sharp escalation in material 
prices, especially concrete and steel, in the recent month 
or two,” 

Though Fox said that Capital Consultant does not have 
any previous experience with Grand Traverse Construc- 
tion, a reference check produced positive feedback, 

The construction phase carries the largest cost of all 
elements of the project, which has been estimated to have 
a total cost of $8,370,000, the amount approved to be 
funded by State Revolving Fund assistance. 

The upgrade includes the reutilization of the existing 
aerated lagoon system with the construction of a new sec- 
ondary/tertiary treatement process at the lagoon site. The 
project is expected to be complete by fall of 2006.

pher, and happenstance brought them Bridget Foltz. “She 
was a wonderful teacher,” Jackie said, stil] marveling at 
how Foltz engaged the kids from the get-go. “It was so 
naturai for her.” 

Musical directors, including Linda Fry, Jim and Joan 
Bogetto, and, most recently, Bill and Dee Kelly, all came 
along advantageously, when the time was right. And a 
multitude of volunteers have joined the ranks along the 
way, Offering their gifts up without receiving anything 
but satisfaction and friendship in return. 

Chuck Britton is-one of the couple’s favorite examples, 
having worked 46 years in set design and taken part in 
the Boyne City High School drama program as long as 
it’s been in existence. In charge of the set design for Pe- 
ter Pan in 2003, Britton’s work was admired by a mem- 
ber of the crew from Las Vegas who came in to train the 
cast members and volunteers to operate the rigging to 
make Pan “fly.” 

“He walked up on stage, turned around and said, ‘who 
did this?’” Bob recalls. ‘'* This is the exact set from Broad- 
way.’ This is from a guy who tours the country doing 
only Peter Pan. He’s been to 10,000 schools, and he’s 
never seen a set like this.” 

Other volunteers, from carpenters to costumers to art- 
ists, have become a “staff” for the program, devoting 
hours upon hours to helping complete the vision the pro- 
gram, under the tutelage of the Wollenbergs, has for any 
given show, a fact that Bob and Jackie attribute in part 
to the power of adversity. With students and crew labor- 
ing under less-than-ideal conditions including moving 
theatre locations and nearly non-existent backstage 
amenities, volunteers, they laugh, most likely took pity 
on them. 

“We had to try harder, and we got a lot [of volunteers] 
on board saying ‘lets go help these guys,’ Bob laughs. 
“Everybody jumped on board, and we’ve got this unbe- 
lievable volunteer group.’ Other drama department 
heads, he said, often ask, ‘Where did you come up with 
these parents and talents?” 

Following a very spartan production of “Cheaper By 
The Dozen” the very first year, the program really got 
its start in the gym, with only a spotlight and a ptano, 
and an ambitious musical — “The Wizard of Oz.” Supple- 
menting the cast with first-graders, and a low-tech sys- 
tem of fingersnapping to cue the lights on and off, the 
department had its first big success, “We filled the bleach- 
ers,” Jackie says now, laughing. “Bob was just flabber- 
gasted .” 

“The whole thing just worked. People were charmed.” 

Later, the program took the show on the road. striking 
a deal with the movie theatre downtown. “We always 
wanted to have performances there.” Jackie said, “in the 
old opera house.” It seemed like the lap of luxury, with 


footlights and a real stage. The screen, Bob notes, was. 


framed and-put onto a cable at first, to’be lifted. above 
the stage to-allow for performances. Safety,considgrations 
later led to putting the screen on wheels so it could be 
pushed back out of the way. It was there they did “The 
King and I” — another ambitious musical — renting back-

drops and sticking with the formula of keeping elemen- 
tary kids involved in the cast. “There’s an old saying 
with drama directors,” Bob said. “*When the coffers get 
low, you do a children’s show.’ We didn’t know that at 
the time, but it worked.” 

Early on it was clear, the Wollenbergs said, that it 
wasn'tjust the adults surrounding them that were gifted, 
but the student population was blessed with talent as well. 
The King and 1, for instance, featured what Bob calls 
“two genius kids,” Andy Jessup (who now holds doctor- 
ates from MIT and Harvard, and Jenny Moody (now with 
a doctorate from the University of Michigan, she’s one 
of the premier atmospheric scientists in the world.), “We 
had those two kids when we started out, together,” Bob 
said incredulously. 

Subsequent years were not disappointing, bringing 
more talent, and more ambitious productions, including 
“Guys and Dolls.’ “My Fair Lady.” and “South Pacific.” 

In 1978, the district built anew elementary school and, 
with it, a “cafetorium,” a combination cafeteria/audito- 
rium space. Happy to have a venue on campus. tt was 
still lacking some of the necessary components of a 
proper theatre venue, including dressing rooms. “We had 


to pull two busses up to the side doors,” Jackie recalls, 
and my, make-up room, was about eight (feet) by ten 


(feet).” 
Twenty-five years later, after gamely performing full- 
house shows at the cafetorium, the Wollenbergs were 


able to realize any drama director’s dream — the chance 
to direct students in an honest-to-goodness, professional 
auditorium. The 600-seat house was part of the high 
school construction plans that were a component of the 
1999 $18.8 million bond proposal approved by voters; 
the theatre opened in the fall of 2002, and celebrated 
with a grand opening that winter. The new facility, com- 
bined with the availability of some remarkably talented 
students, allowed the couple to fulfill a dream, under- 
taking a magical production of “Peter Pan.” 

-So how have they made it all work? Teamwork, of 
course, between the couple as well as with the vast sup- 
port network created from the community and the stu- 
dents. Also, the ability to not be overwhelmed by what 
could be looked at, to an innocent bystander, as seem- 
ingly unsurmountable challenges. Putting on a show 
without a real stage? Staging a tap show with kids who’ve 
never tapped? Making students fly? Just a day in the 
life, really. 

“The bottom line,” Bob said, “is it’s just problem solv- 
ing.” He tells of a carpenter he knows, with no formal 
training in carpentry, who builds beautiful homes. It's 
all just problem solving, his friend tells him, and it’s a 
philosophy to which Bob and Jackie both subscribe. 
‘How can we creatively figure out how to do this?” Bob 
said. “That's how we've operated.” 

“It's also both of us doing this together,” Jackie adds, 
reiterating the number of hours any individual would 
have to devote to the undertaking, and the difficulty that 
could present to a partner who was not involved. 

Indeed, as much as it’s been a part of their marriage, 
it’s also been a part of the life of their daughter, Zachera, 
a soon-to-be 13-year-old and Boyne City Middle Schoo! 
student. The Wollenberg’s submersion into drama has 
clearly impacted their daughter, who played the lead role 
in the middle school’s production of “Annie” last spring, 
under the direction of Stacy McGeorge. ““That’s another 
one of the pieces of the puzzle that’s changing,” Bob 
notes. “With her coming up [into drama}, there could be 
a conflict of interest.” 

Though the reasons are many, the decision is not one 
without a certain amount of regret. Culminating in last 
spring’s “Footloose,” the Wollenbergs’ career in Boyne 
City High School drama has been, despite the normal 
everyday challenges that come with such complicated 
undertakings, a success story, one the couple tells with 
particular joy. Even after 32 years, it’s clear that step- 
ping down is not, at the heart of it, an easy step to take. It 
is, however, a bit easier knowing that the program will 
be in good hands — as of Monday, Boyne City Middle 
School drama head Stacy McGeorge will be taking over 
as director of the high school program. 

It’s a move that pleases the Wollenbergs immensely, 
having had a large part in picking McGeorge for the po- 
sition. “It’s too important to us that it go to somebody 
we felt confident about,” Jackie said. Their confidence 
in McGeorge stems from a long relationship that began 
when McGeorge was in high school, taking part in drama 


productions under the direction of the Wollenbergs, 


After college, McGeorge returned to become a school 
teacher in Boyne City, first at the elementary and later at 
the middle school. Nine years ago, she initiated a drama 
program at the middle school, and has headed it ever 
since. 


“We were $0 impressed with last year’s [middle school] 


performance of Annie,” Jackie said of McGeorge’s tal- 
ent. ‘She definitely has the drama feel. She’s the natural 
person to go into this position.” 

“I’m pretty excited,” McGeorge said of the new role. 


. “I know it’s on a larger scale than anything I’ve done, 


but I know most of the kids, teaching seventh grade.” 
Already preparing for the fast-approaching school year, 


and drama season, McGeorge has been meeting with the | 


Wollenbergs and looking at different shows, as well as 
checking in with longtime volunteers like Chuck Britton 
and Bob Harmeling. She’s mindful of the fact that she 


still needs to sit down with high school principal Karen: 
- Jarema to discuss the logistics of the position, and will 
have a challenge in seeking an assistant director and -

planning to continue with costuming, and Bob looking 
to keep his hand in as a volunteer, excited to take part 


“in all the different facets and just having fun.” .

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Once upon a time on the 
Jordan River: a canoeist’s tale

Let me begin this by saying that in my previous canoe- 
ing experiences, I have thoroughly enjoyed myself. 

Calmly gliding down a sparking river in the summer 
heat hardly sounds like a daunting task: rather it’s often 
described as one of summer's most popular activities. A 
family-friendly type of exercise, where if you get Ured of 
rowing or the kids are getting restless, you can easily find 
a vacant sand bar and take in a relaxing half-hour picnic 
on a beautiful river. Or maybe just let the cool waters 
soak away your stresses from the daily office grind. 

I would love to tell you that my recent experience ca- 
noeing on the Jordan River was exactly like I just ex- 
plained. In fact, ] wish it was even half of the enjoyable 
time I previously envisioned, 

But then again, J also wish the Antrim County's News’ 
camera wasn't still floating somewhere down the river 
right now too. 

I had planned this trip for a couple weeks. My girl- 
friend, Katie, was visiting from the Grand Rapids area 
and I figured this would be a great time to get out and 
have some fun under the sun. 

] made the reservations and both of us were looking 
forward to it. 

And why shouldn't we? Snap some pictures, eat some 
snacks, enjoy some cold drinks and drift through nature — 
sounds good to me. 

I should have known better when the kid at the front 
desk gave me a warning. 

“Have you been on the river before?” he asked. 

“Nope,” I replied. 

“Oh.” He paused. “Well, let me tell you that the first 
mile or two goes pretty quick, but after that it slows down 
some.” 

No problem, | thought to myself. I’ve never had prob- 
lems canoeing before, but then again, | was only about 13 
the last time I went. And I believe I was only a spectator 
in the boat. 1 didn’t do much of the actual paddling or 
steering. 

When we first got down to the river, there were prob- 
ably about a dozen people set to drift away and some were 
little kids — five or six years old. 

“Hey if they can do it, we can too,” I thought to myself. 

The first 200 yards were okay, but the only problem 
was we traveled about 150 of it backwards. We had no 
idea how to control the boat, how to alternate paddling, 
how to steer in one direction when we really needed to 
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and basically, how to move down river in an orderly fash- 
ion. I'd detail some of what I was yelling throughout this, 
but 'd have to include a lot of “bleeps.” 

Sure it was frustrating. but at least we were dry. It was 
a good thing too, because stretches of the river were in 
the shade and it was a bit chilly. 

The trip took a sharp turn towards disaster when we 
found out exactly how cold the Jordan was. While travel- 
ing backwards (surprise), we drilled a huge log and our 
canoe flipped over. To make matters worse, the river was 
quite deep in this spot, the current was very strong, and 
the canoe flipped over our heads. During the panic of not 
being able to come up under water right away, the camera 
drifted away to who-knows-where. 

Luckily we were able to retrieve our paddies, Katie's 
purse, her‘drenched cell phone, our soaked beach towels, 
our cushions, and our cooler filled with refreshments. 

We asked people passing by to look for a camera float- 
ing down river. , 

“Oh you should never bring anything with you canoe- 
ing that you don't want to lose,” one guy actually told me 
as he drifted by. 

Too late. At that point, I'd already lost my temper and 
my patience. Now we were sopping wet, miserable, and 
we still had a long way to go. 

The next 200 yards was almost like the first — back- 
wards, backwards and a lot of obscenities. | accidently 
flipped Katie over again after ] got out and tried to 
straighten our canoe out. 

Finally, after watching a 60-year-old man with his wife 
and dog successfully glide through a rough stretch, we 
finally realized how to steer effectively and amazingly, 
the rest of the trip went pretty smoothly. 

However, after exiting the river, we both noticed how 
much damage had been done. My legs were badly bruised 
and scratched from running through the river trying to 
retrieve our floating items. It is not easy to avoid those 


sunken trees, especially with a swift current. I also had a - 


nasty scratch on my forehead from our initial flip over, 
but probably worst of all, our egos were damaged beyond 
repair, 

“Remind me never to go canoeing again,” Katie said 
after the trip. 

Well, it might not be for a while, but at least now I 
know how to steer. 

And I might need that skill when I venture out to look 
for that camera.

BURSITIS 


Bursitis like arthritis is a 
form of inflammation. 
Bursitis occurs when the 
bursac (fluid filled sacs that 
insulate the muscles from 
the bones) are over-stressed 
and become inflamed. This 
results in a dull lingering 
pain. Rest the part of the 
body that hurts and try 
some over-the-counter pain 
medication like ibuprofen, 
acetaminophen, aspirin or 
naproxen. Apply ice for a 
day or two then try heat. 
Avoid massage because 
that can make it worse. 
Gradually resume light 
activity, but stop if it begins 
to hurt, if pain persists, see 
your doctor.
